Belle, Ch. Rusty of Ri-Bo, and Tpl. Ch. 
Ri-Bo’s Kaliko. 

Geographically, the West was over- 
whelmingly in the lead, placing twenty- 
five All-Americans. The South gained 
second place with fourteen winners, fol- 
lowed by the East and Midwest who were 
tied with twelve each. The California 
climate must have been exceptionally 
good for cats since twenty-three of the 
All-Americans come from that. state. 
Florida, Wisconsin, New York and Vir- 
ginia placed four each; Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, and Louisiana three; and 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Michigan, Indi- 
ana, and Ohio, two each. One each was 
claimed by Kansas, Missouri, Texas, 
Washington and Wyoming. 

The compilation of this year’s scores 
left no doubt that interest in cat breeding 
and exhibiting is growing at an increas- 
ing pace. One indication of this is that 
whereas in 1951 there were a total ot 
134 All-Sectional winners and _forty- 
one All-Americans, this year there were 
160 All-Sectionals and sixty-three A-A’s. 

Because of the increasing interest in 
All-American it is our plan to publish 
the high-lights of our system in a series 
of articles this coming fall and winter 
so that exhibitors may have a more con- 
crete knowledge of the basis of scoring. 

Meanwhile, however, we want to con- 
gratulate all of the winners on their very 
significant accomplishments and to thank 
them ard all exhibitors and especially 
the show secretaries and other officials 
who by their complete cooperation en- 
abled us to make this year’s selections the 
most accurate and comprehensive in All- 
American history. Our sincere apprecia- 
tion and our best wishes for the seaso« 
ahead go to every member of the Fancy.

EXPERIMENTAL BREEDING 


Usually, when buying a champion, you 
assume that you are paying for the cat 
itself. Instead you discover that you 
haven't bought a cat but an aggregation 
of ancestors. You’re so proud of your 
champion, gloat over the double and 
grand champions in the pedigree registra- 
tion. You can’t possibly make a mistake. 
Then you proceed to breed with your 
expensive champion stock. Maybe you 
wind up with a tailed Manx, a kink-tailed 
Abyssinian, or a bob-tailed Tabby. Per- 
fect except for the fault. Yet you can't 
win championships with faulted speci- 
mens, and you can’t sell them either. 
Your thoughts consider ailurocide com- 
bined with a little homicide (justifiable). 

When the original fury has become 
partly controlled you reconsider to dis- 
cover, if possible, where lies the fault. 
You carefully check the pedigree and 
find that the cat is pure-bred (above and 
beyond stating that the ancestors of your 
animal were registered it doesn’t give 
much information). If you trouble to 
check you'll find that the ancestors have 
won the awards as claimed. Well, that 
part’s all right; but, wait a minute, your 
pedigree only covers three, four at most, 
generations of your champions’ ancestors 
And in the preceding four generations 
there can be a total of 30 ancestors at 
most—simple addition 2, 4, 


8, and 16— 
and you'll find that some individuals ap- 
pear more than so that the total 
actually falls below the maximum of 
thirty. Then let’s look at the generation 
preceding the last shown on your pedi- 
gree, the fifth generation, B.P. (before 
purchase). A total of 32 cats in the one 
generation alone; more cats than are 
shown on your pedigree. You can't glibly 
discount 32 cats in an ancestry because 
they don’t appear on a chart. Then you 
look at the chart again and find that ‘t 
is sadly lacking in information.

Consider the Seal Point. The color of 
dam’s and eyes are given with 
notation of Seal Point and registry num- 
ber. The preceding generations give even 
less information, Seal Point and. reg. no., 
but it doesn’t classify the grade of Seal 
Point. Before the Chocolate Points were 
recognized as a breed, many Chocolate 


sire’s 


Points were classified as Seal Points. 
No mention is made of the possible 
faults. 

The Tabbies are even 


worse. One 
Silver Tabby’s pedigree mentions Silver 
Tabby for ancestors but no mention is 
made of the brownish tinge or the white 
that faults the animal beyond all chance 
of winning a championship. Looking at 
one registration form for a Manx I find 
half the sire’s ancestors are black, the 
other half Brown Tabbies —- the dam 
really gives rise to thought; Black, Blue, 
Brown Tabby, Tortie and Brown Tabby 
and White. My, what an assortment! But 
that is just for the Manx where the 
color is not all-important. Assuming’ you 
knew the exact coloring of these Manx

ancestors what color could you breed 
for or couldn’t breed for? At least you 
wouldn’t be surprised at any of the 
colors. Yes, much more information could 
be given on the registration form; in- 
formation primarily designed to assist 
breeders, novice and experienced, to de- 
termine litters. Then instead of spend- 
ing four to five generations (five years) 
to reach a definite starting point, this 
information could be determined from 
the registration form. 

But we digress; we're still trying to 
determine where lies the fault. So we 
hear of this man Mendel and see what 
he has to say. We found that he worked 
with peas a hundred or so years back. 
He worked with giant peas and dwarf 
peas. He found that if you mated a giant 
pea with a dwarf pea (sounds silly with 
peas) the first generation showed all 
giant peas. So he called gigantism (in 
peas) dominant. So then he figured 
mating brother and sister peas of this 
cross together and found that three of 
the young were giant peas and one was a 
little pea. So he called dwarfism reces- 
sive. Then he checked further with these 
third generation peas and found that one 
of the giant peas would procreate nothing 
but giant peas (peas have the unique 
ability of fertilizing themselves or of 
being pollenized by another plant). But 
two of the giants would continue to give 
off a mixture of three giants to one 
dwarf. There were other, more involved 
discoveries, but in short, Mendel had re- 
duced breeding to a science, so I realized 
how easy it all was. All you have to do 
is to decide what you are going to breed 
tor. 


’ 

So I made a list of what I desired in 
my cats — but it was a list: Shape 
of body, shape of head, shape and posi- 
tion of ears, color, etc. Now all I had 
to do was to breed for them. But Mendel 
only bred for one characteristic while I 
found myself with four or five variables 
which could come up in any possible 


combination. So I looked at my husband 


and asked him how I could resolve four 
or five variables. He considered for a 
while and suggested that I use the deter- 
minant form. Here I stopped him and 
wanted to know what they had to do 
with cats. He thought a while and finally 
said, “Oh, cats!” and went back to his 
reading. 

But I still had my problem. I esti- 
mated someone must have done work on 
heredity with something besides peas since 
Mendel first started out. So I found differ- 
ent hooks on breeding, using horses, mice, 
and feeble-minded people. It was here 
that I ran into gene and chromosome. 
These are what carry inherited charac- 
teristics from one generation to the next. 
It seems that a lot of genes go into one 
chromosome. And there are 48 chromo- 
somes in a human being and 16 chromo- 
somes in an Onion before reduction- 
division. Reduction division is where the 


female (male) cell divides into two cells 
each of which becomes an egg (sperm) 
waiting to be fertilized (waiting to fer- 
tilize) by the male (female) counterpart. 
Thus the woman contributes 24 chromo- 
somes and the man _ contributes 24 
chromosomes to complete the 48 in the 
baby. 

In cats there are 38 chromosomes, and 
as each parent contributes 19 chromo- 
somes to the kitten in no predetermined 
fashion, each generation can be assumed 
to drop chromosomes that the previous 
generation had, provided continuous out- 
breeding is used. Eventually, in the full- 
ness of time, all the chromosomes of 
one ancestor may have dropped out and 
a kitten, while having one particular 
ancestor, may contain none of the 
chromosomes of this ancestor. Thus’ the 
third generation dwarf pea can truth- 
fully state that the first generation giant 
pea is an ancestor of his but no relation 
as far as the giantism factor is con- 
cerned since the two have totally different 
chromosomes. 

We had one Tabby queen—strictly hy- 
brid, ‘ancestory dubious — tiger-striped 
with white feet and throat. She mated 
with a-black tom one time, he possessed 
white feet and ears—sort of negative 
Siamese with Siamese voice and mannet- 
isms—the litter was out of this workl. 
One Brown Tabby Short Hair, would 
have taken championships anywhere in 
the country—one duplicate of the old 
man, one not too different from the old 
man — the fourth, Brown Tabby with 
white feet and throat. 

The next mating was with a white 
cat; the litter consisted of three white 
kittens without a blemish and one mahog- 
any Tabby, beautiful markings and no 
white. From the litters of that hybrid, 
Boots, we attempted to judge just what 
had gone into the making of that par- 
ticular queen. Would it be safe to assume 
the queen was one-fourth Siamese and 
the tom one-half Siamese? What per- 
eentage of the queen’s ancestry was 
Brown Tabby? And the tom’s? Just how 


“many of Boots’ ancestors were no longer 


related to her because the chromosomes 
carrying their characteristics had been 
lost in the continued out-breeding? 

Boots represents unsupervised out- 
breeding of hybrid stock. Several cases 
of misalliances of purebred stock have 
come to our attention through the Abys- 
sinian Cat Club News. 

Mrs. Ross writes concerning her Aby

Treating The Allergie Cat 


By Claire Halliday 


Few persons realize that dumb animals 
suffer allergic reactions to the same sub- 
stances that cause them in human beings. 
The cat with hay-fever can be just as 
frustrated and miserable as his mistress. 
Animals also develop asthma, swelling 
of the eyes, mouth and throat, eczema, 
pruritis (extreme itchiness), hives, up- 
set stomach, diarrhea, and shock. Some 
persons are allergic to horse hair, dog 
dander, or cat fur. Possibly some of our 
pets are allergic to us! 

Because these disturbances in animal!s 
are caused by the same agents that cause 
them in humans, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the same drugs—the antihista- 
mines—will relieve them. Veterinarians 
have found that they will. 

Here is the case history of a 3-month- 
old Persian kitten that was hurried into 
the clinic one evening. His mouth and 
throat were swollen and he was gasping 
for breath. The owner had no idea as to 
the cause ; the veterinarian thought it was 
due to food sensitivity. A half tablet of 
an antihistamine drug was dissolved and 
poured down the throat. This was re- 
peated in eight hours’ time. The kitten 
was normal within twelve hours. It was 
definitely an allergic reaction to some 
substance in the animal’s diet or en- 
vironment. 

Tests have been devised to aid in 
diagnosing the offending agent in hu- 
mans. No such tests exist for animals 
but the owner can, by eliminating cer- 
tain foods, discover which one in her 
pet’s diet is causing the trouble. For 
instance, soy bean meal in animal food 
(although an excellent source of pro- 
tein and other nutrients) may be poison 
for some particular pet. 

A 3-year-old female was brought in 
for treatment of a chronic skin condi- 
tion that had persisted since kitten days. 
It had been diagnosed as everything from 
mange to incurable eczema. An antihis- 
tamine drug was given to stop the itch- 
ing, and fish was elminated from her 
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diet. There was no further trouble, unless 
she ate fish. 

Some forms of skin disease may indi- 
cate that the animal is vitamin-deficient, 
especially if Kitty is expected to live on 
milk and table scraps. The condition may 
be traced to foods the animal is NOT 
getting in her diet. 

An old Siamese was brought in by the 
owner who complained that the animal 
wheezed continually, with running eyes 
and nose. Indeed, he was a bleary-eyed 
creature, spraying droplets around every 
time he sneezed. An antihistamine tablet 
pushed down the throat and repeated 
every six hours for three doses left the 
animal symptom-free. Another attack a 
few weeks later was cured in the same 
way. It was reported that the animal 
went exploring periodically in a nearby 
field that was filled with weeds and burrs. 

In the past, different drugs were used 
with partial success to treat animal di- 
seases that, it is now felt, were probably 
caused by allergies. The partial response 
obtained was probably due to the fact 
that the drugs had combatted the second- 
ary infections that had already attacked 
an already-sick animal. When a kitten is 
weak from sneezing or itching, it is 
helpless against germs that cause pneu- 
monia and other serious ailments. 

Some of the antihistamine drugs make 
the patient very sleepy, dizzy or light- 
headed. It is better to be drowsy than 
itchy (if you have time to give way to 
it), but there are occasions when the 
human cannot afford to doze off—at 
work in a machine shop, for instance. 
or when he is driving a car. But Puss 
has no such obligations to society. The 
brands of antihistamine drugs that have 
a slight soporific side-effect are there- 
fore preferable for animal use. When 
Mr. Tom is beside himself (and every- 
one else) with sneezing, the more sleep 
he can get the better for all concerned. 

A veterinarian will probably inject 
the first doses into the sick animal in 
order to ease the discomfort more quick- 
ly. But if there is no animal clinic in the 
vicinity and the doctor is therefore not 
at hand, the antihistamine tablets or 
capsules that Aunt Minnie keeps for her 
asthma will serve the purpose very nicely. 
The dosage must, of course, be scaled 
down to pet size. At one agricultural 
college they recommended one milligram 
of the antihistamine drug per pound of 
the animal’s weight, given every twelve 
hours. (This can be divided, of course, 
and given at more frequent intervals.) 
This amount, once down, will relieve 
Kitty’s allergic symptoms, so the vet- 
erinarians say. 
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SOME LIVES OF FIGARO

Abyssinian hair. They all had distinct 

ear tufts though Cleo had hardly any. 

Eyes were greenish when ‘baby’ blue 

colour had faded, probably will turn 

completely green as they get older. 

All had dark line down tail and along 

back, underneath colour was fawn and 

some dark spots on tummy similar to 
some Siamese. So in colour they took 
after their mother; but in character 
they are more Siamese; they follow 
their owners for walks, etc., love 
climbing and jumping, especially leap- 
ing (unexpectedly) onto someone’s 
shoulder. Their voices are louder than 

Abyssinian but not as noisy as Sia- 

mese. They are good hunters of mice !” 
Would that we could get a description 
of the animals in our pedigree one-fourth 
as explicit as that. Mrs. Ross concludes 
with her belief that the black tipping is 
dominant in the Aby. This would be of 
importance to her as hair ticking is a 
prime point in judging Abys. 

In the color-breeding of mice an al- 
bino (pink eyes, white color body) is used 
as a control since as the albino has a 
congenital deficiency of pigment in the 
skin, hair, and eyes, the albino parent 
cannot affect the coloring of the litter 
in any fashion. Lacking an albino cat 
of a specific breed (I’ve never seen nor 
heard of an albino cat) it would seem 
that a second-best method of determin- 
ing the color of your stock would be to 
first cross the individual concerned with 
a Siamese—then there would be little 
guess-work on the colors to be expected ; 
the experiment might be worth while to 
discover what you could reasonably ex- 
pect your cat to produce. 

Combinations and probability must be 
considered in the breeding of an out- 
standing cat. A certain standard has 
been arbitarily set (in any class) con- 
taining all the desired points of the per- 
fect cat. A goal often attempted but 
seldom gained. We return to this business 
of chromosomes again to actually esti- 
mate your chances of breeding the 
champion you so desire. We’ve already 
stated there are 38 chromosomes in each 
cell of a cat; each parent contributing 
half, or 19, to make up the required 38 
in each individual. However the 10 
chromosomes are contributed in no defin- 
ite manner—it is pure happenstance. 

It might be likened to 19 people waiting 
for a trolley. The trolley arrives at the 
stop and contains 38 empty seats. Obvi- 
ously the first person who enters the 
trolley has his choice of the 38 seats: 
the second person has his choice of the 
remaining 37 seats, while the third per- 
son on board has his choice of the re- 
maining 36 seats, etc., until the 19 people 
have gained their seats. And there 1s 
exactly as much choice in determining the 
seats as there is in the division of the 
chromosomes at reduction-division and 
just as many possible combinations. 

This would be the case in the con- 
tinuous outbreeding of hybrid stock. 
However, when you start working: with 
purebred stock, you can imagine that 


some of the seats are reserved, and the 
same passsenger will take the same seat 
every time. Still there are a number of 
passengers who can’t make up their minds 
there they want to sit. This is where the 
conscientious breeder employs his know- 
ledge in the refining of the purebred 
stock. He attempts to coax and cajoie 
the unpredictable passengers to become 
steadies and to take certain seats. This ts 
done by a study of the traits his queens 
throw when consistently mated with cer- 
tain males. If by so doing, he can find 
the stud that will mate, and perfectly 
compliment his queen, accentuate her 
good traits and mask her short-comings, 
then he can look for a good percentage 
of winners in every litter. 

The novice breeder asks for what 
breed should I strive? He has several 
choices. There are the lost breeds, the 
improvement of certain breds that fall 
far short of the standards set, the de- 
velopment of new breeds, or simply the 
refinement of certain breeds possessing 
many specimens approaching the mythical 
perfect goal. 

Lost Breeds:—Mrs. Carrol (Judge— 
Houston Cat Club Show, Feb. 52) when 
judging the red males lamented the 
disappearance of a breed known as the 
Red Self. The Red Self was a solid color 
cat—a red equivalent to that of an Irish 
Setter. And the breeder that could re- 
cover that breed would win lasting fame 
for himself. 


Improvement of Present Breeds—the 
Chinchillas and the Silvers are in very 
definite need of refinement. The breeds 
are faulted by a brownish tinge and ex- 
cessive white; there is a worthy cause 
for the ambitious breeder. If you have 
seen Silvers and Chinchillas that ap- 
proach the perfection required you will 
realize how great will be your reward 
in the production of a perfect specimen. 

We talked to Price Cross for a while 
—this was at the Houston Cat Club Show 
—and he mentioned that the last litter 
of his Abyssinian queen Taishun Abigail 
(Imp.) contained one kitten that showcd 
no white. Though rather dark he felt that 
this kitten was the answer to the white 
chin question. He spoke enthusiastically 
concerning his plans for this one fortun- 
ate. Once he felt that the white was 
eliminated, he would take measures to 
introduce the ruddy coloring. 

Development of new breeds :—you say 
there can’t be any—simmer down child!
